Ike Has No 
Plan to Settle 
Middle East

WASHINGTON (/P) —If the Eisen- 


hower administration has a plan 
for preventing Middle 
Eastern 


war, it hasn't been stated. Nor, 
if war begins between Israelis and 
Arabs, is it clear whether 
this 


government will try to stop it with 
armed forces or a debate in the 
United Nations. 


This lack of clarity about U. S 


policy may discourage the Isreali 
and Arabs from big fighting. Or i 
may have the opposite effect. 


A careful reading of the 
Whit 


House statement issued this wee! 
after a conference between Prea 
icient Eisenhower and Secretary o 
State Dulles shows this country i 
not saying precisely what it wil 
do. The key sentences said: 


"The United States, in accord 


ance with its responsibilities 
un 


der the charter 
of the 
United 


Nations, will observe its commit 
nients within constitutional mean; 
to oppose any aggression. 


"The United Slates is likewise 


determined to support and 
assis 


any nation which migh be sub 
jected 
to such aggression. 
Tb 


United 
States 
is confiden tha 


other nations will act 
similarlj 


in Ihe cause of peace." 


Those two paragraphs 
could 


mean 
any a number of things 


that Eisenhower, with 
congres 


sional approval, would send armc 
forces into the Middle East to stoi 
a war; or send one side or th 
other supplies; or ask both sides 
for a cease-fire; or ask the U.N 
for united military action. 


If it just meant getting into a 


debate in the U. N., a quick war 
might be over before the debate 
was.

LITTLE ROCK (ffl —Maybe the 


representative from Johnson Coun- 
ty lived at Cabin Creek and was 
irritatsd when he found that the 
night train from Little Rock didn't 
stop at his home town. 


So what did he do? 
He had a law passed in the Ar- 


kansas Legislature requiring that 
all night passenger trains through 
Cabin Creek slop on request 
of 


any passenger who wanted off or 
of any prospective passenger who 
wanted on. 


That was in 1911. It's been a 


long time now since 
any 
trains 


have 
stopped at 
Cabin 
Creek. 


Even Cabin Creek is no more. Its 
rustic picturesque name changed 
to Lainar. 


But in 1911 law is still on the 


books. So are lots of other laws 
which seem quaint now; back in 
:he days when the Legislature had 
the constitutional 
authority 
t o 


adopt special and local acts. 


These old laws all are indexed 


a section of the Arkansas Sta- 


tutes as "special and local laws 
not specifically repealed." 


In 1923, the Legislature passed 


a law which authorized a certain 
man to "practice medicine 
and 


surgery in Conway, Pope and Van 
Burn Counties." We don't know 
what the licensee's 
qualifications 


ivere. The same year at least two 
other men were licensed by the 
Legislature as veterinarians— one 
for Pikt County and one for Hemp- 
stead County. And a pharmachist 
was licensed in Mississippi County. 


The Legislature incorporated not 


college's 
and 
religious organi- 


zations but in I860, for 
example, 


the Arkadelphia Hook and Ladder 
Co., 
and in 1876 the

ces of specified schools and col- 
leges; others added old soldiers or 
their widows to the
